Winsome—Pure white, with twisted incurved petals, flowers 
produced in great quantities on long, stiff, erect stems. .. pepe 
...Mrs. Mawley—Lemon yellow, a pretty shaped and pleasing 
bloom, strong grower. 


Chrysanthemum—Bright pinkish scarlet, with long, graceful, 
twisted and curved petals. 


Firefly—A combination of cinnamon and magenta, very free 
blcoming and pretty.
